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Section 502(3) of the Act p~ovides:

The term ~prope~ty~ means any property, right, or
interest including any leasehold interest, and
debts owed by the Government of CUba or ~y enter~
prises which have been nationalized, expropriated,
intervened, or taken by the Government of Cuba and
debts which are a charge on property which has
been nationalized$ expropria~ed~ intervened~ or
taken by the Government of Cuba.

Section 504 of che Act provides~ as to ownership of claims, that

(a) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)
of this title unless ~he property on which the claim
was based was o%ned wholly or partially,~directly or
indirectly by ~ national of the ~nited States on the
date of the loss and if considered shal! be considered
only to the extent the claim has been held by one or ~.
more na~%onala of the United ~ta~es continuously there-
after until the date of filing with the Commission.

The Regulations of the Commission provide:

The claimant shall be the moving party and shall have
the burden of proof on all issues involved in the
